For fall crops many growers drill the seed directly 
in the fie d, later thinning out to the desired spacing 
between plants in the row. This avoids 
all hazard of transplanting and insures 
continued growth during the heat and 
drought of late summer. 


Early Varieties 


Green Acre. (New.) The heads of 
this fme variety are like Golden 
Acre but are larger, greener, and 
a few days later. The uniform, 
compact plants are short- 
stemmed and have few outer 
leaves. The intense green leaf color 
makes the heads appear fresh 
and inviting, even after shipping. This often means extra dollars of profit. 

Golden Acre, Super Strain. A very superior Danish-grown strain which we main- 
tain at its high degree of uniformity by special selection. It resembles the old 
Copenhagen Market but the medium-sized, firm heads, 4 to 5 pounds each, 
mature one week earlier than our Early Copenhagen Market. The dwarf, com- 
pact plants, with rather small frame, can be set closely to give a very heavy 
yield of first-quality heads. On yellows-infested land, because of its earliness, it 
often matures and is fully marketed before the soil becomes warm enough for the 
disease to become active. This strain is easily worth the higher cost of the seed. 

Yellows-Resistant Golden Acre. This is the very earliest round-headed partly 
yellows-resistant variety and is more uniformly true to type than any other. By 
selection, we have increased its earliness so that now it matures very little, if any, 
later than our Golden Acre, Super Strain. 

Yellows-Resistant Racine Market. Of Golden Acre size maturing in about 65 days 
after setting plants. The heads are round, compact and solid, dependably uni- 
form and of good gray-green color. Similar in leaf and head type to Copenhagen 
Market. Excellent for early market and shippmg. 

Copenhagen Market. The round, solid heads, larger than Golden Acre, are of fme 
quality and very uniform. The light green leaves fold tightly over one another. 
Plants are short-stemmed, with heads just above the ground.

Yellows-Resistant Glory of Enkhuizen (Globe). This second-early short-stemmed 
variety is very sure-heading and of excellent quality. The vigorous plants have 
quite big, rather spreading, curved and frilled outer leaves. Its dark green heads 
are round with very short core, very hard and solid, and large for so early a va- 
riety, maturing a week after Marion Market. Seldom attacked by cabbage worms. 

Yellows-Resistant Copenhagen Market. Matures 2 to 3 weeks after Copenhagen Market 
Early. The almost-round, very hard heads ship perfectly. They stand in the field over a 
long cutting period without bursting, often being cut along with the late varieties. ’ 

Yellows-Resistant Marion Market. A heavy yielder of round, very deep, hard heads like 
Copenhagen but the plant is larger. Ours Is a very fine strain gaining in use each year.

Yellows-Resistant Bugner’s. A very heavy-yielding variety with 
slightly flattened round, very solid, heavy heads that are larger 
and later than Penn State Ballhead. 

Yellows-Resistant Wisconsin Hollander No. 8. The heavy, hard, 
round “‘Ballheads,”’ slightly flattened, are unexcelled for storing, 
shipping and kraut manufacture. Each weighs 7 to 9 pounds.

Few flowers make a better show in the fall than Asters. They are among the most popular fall annuals 
grown and justly so, because of their ease of culture, season of bloom and lasting qualities, both in the 
garden and as cut-flowers. For flat-plant sale start seed in March, no earlier, or in a greenhouse one 
month before they are to be transplanted, using sterilized soil. A 55 to 60-degree temperature is best 
to maintain growth. Water carefully to prevent overcrowded seedlings standing wet overnight. 
Aster seed may be sown direct in the garden bed after May 1. 


WILT-RESISTANT STRAINS 


Highly resistant strains again make possible the successful growing of Asters. Do not confuse ‘‘Aster-wilt” with

The varieties of seed which we include in this section produce plants which live on from year to 
year, increasing in size and beauty with age. A few exceptions are the biennials listed, such as 
Campanula Medium, Digitalis, etc., which bloom the second year and then die. 


Perennials, used in permanent beds, come in a great variety of color and plant habit, ranging 
from the dwarf edging plants to the tall stately plants for backgrounds. They provide bloom 
from early spring to killing frost, and many show color before the annuals come to bloom, 

Culture. The seed is generally started outdoors from June to September, and the young plants are either set in 


their permanent places in the fall and given light protection the first season, or carried over the first winter in a cold- 
frame and set out the following spring. After that, all except the half-hardy varieties require little attention, except
